Politicians Are Startled. 
The occurrence starth d* politicians 
here and over the state.

•cedented demand that the Hamilton 
club deny to one of its own mem­ 
bers the privilege of attending the 
banquet 
came 
with 
characteristic 
abruptness from Col. Roosevelt. 
The 
Hamilton 
Club 
delegation, 
headed by former Judge John H. Bat­ 
ten, joined Col. Roosevelt at the Fair 
Grounds in Freeport. 111., shortly aft­ 
er noon. The- Colonel shook hands 
heartily with each member of the 
delegation and at once began ques­ 
tioning them concerning the banquet. 
Guest Questions the Committee. 
“Is Speaker Cannon to be there?” 
he asked. 
’’Yes," Mr. Batten replied, “he has 
accepted the invitation.” 
“How about Senator Lorimer?” was 
asked. 
“Senator Lorimer is a member of 
the club,” he was told, “and he has 
accepted an invitation to the din­ 
ner.” 
“Then I must decline to go.” said 
Col. Roosevelt, adding that he would 
feel the same about the presence of 
Senator Lorimer as he would of sit­ 
ting down with the members of the 
Illinois legislature who are under in­ 
dictment in the graft investigation.

their amazement, ani finally after 
some hesitation informed tlnir guest 
that they would go back to Chicago 
and tell Senator Lorimer his views. 
“No,” Col. Roosevelt replied em­ 
phatically. “Send him a telegram tell­ 
ing him that I will not attend the 
dinner tonight if he is there.”

The Hamilton Club men were per­ 
plexed, but their embarrassment was 
apparently not noticed by Col. Roose­ 
velt, who chatted with other stand­ 
ing near by. After some interval the 
fallowing telegram was drafted and 
dispatched to Senator P rim e r: 
“Col. Roosevelt positively declnes 
to sit at the same table with you. Our 
invitation to you for this evening is 
therefore withdrawn.” 
The telegram was signed by form­ 
er Judge Batten. 
The delegation which waited on 
Col. Roosevelt to escort him to Chic­ 
ago and the banquet hall this even­ 
ing wras taken completely by sur­ 


prise and 
their discussion of the 
event did not cease with the sending 
of 
the telegram 
to Senator 
Lori­ 
mer. 
Judge Batten, as the spokesman of 
the party, sa d the incident was a 
complete surprise to him. 
‘The club had invited a number of 
prominent republicans, among them 
the republican governor of Illinois 
and various congressmen, and it had 
not occurred to the men who ar­ 
ranged the dinner," said Judge Bat­ 
ten, 
"that they should not invite a 
republican senator. Under the cir­ 
cumstances, there is nothing, for us

On the trip to Chicago there was

Incident Causes Much Comment. 
On the streets, in offices and in 
public buildings the tidings caused 
much comment, 
particularly among 
those who noted that *the ban against 
Senator Lorimer was coincident with 
the completion of the second trial 
of I^ee O’Neil Browne minority leader 
of the Illinois legislature, charged 
with bribery in connection with the 
election of the junior senator from 1 witnesses 
Illinois. 
If Senator Win. Lorimer w*as sur­ 
prised at the refusal of Col. Roose­ 
velt to sit at the banquet table with

the door cursing and shooting Mor­ 
row. the latter walk ng slowly west­ 
ward along the counter stooping over 
hands held up to each side of face as 
if to protect his head. Witn* ss as­ 
serted he did not go to the dead man 
until a good while after the shoot­ 
ing. and when Nutt left the hotel 
he w'as still swearing and 
brand­ 
ishing the revolver,

Austin, Tex., Sept. 8.—Negro dis­ 
franchisement was indorsed by the 
Texas House of Representatives to­ 
day, when, by a vote of 51 to 34, the 
Yantis concurrent resolution, urging 
a modification of the Fourteenth and 
the repeal of the Fifteenth amend­ 
ments to the National Constitution. 
was adopted. In this action a South­ 
er n legislative body waived aside the 
argum ent that taking away the negro 
suffrage will reduce Southern rep­ 
resentation in congress and a safe 
majority following Mr. Yantis’ fight 
for ’ principle” rather than "policy.” 
In a 
stirring appeal 
before the 
vote was taken. Mr. Yantis declar­ 
ed that the consolidated negro vote 
of Ohio. Illinois and Indiana would 
hold the balance of power in a na­ 
tional election; that social equality 
is the hope of this 
generation 
of 
Afro-Americans, and that it is now 
time for National action preserving 
this as a government of Caucasians, 
by Caucasians, for all people.” That 
Mr.
